He.sslan fly, it was rep orted to J. P. 
Purbaugh, county extension agent, 
Saturday afternoon. 
The county agent has received 
numerous rep orts during the p ast 
week from farmers of damage done 
to their wheat 
which 
has 
been 
identified as caused by the Hessian 
fly.Tlie farmer who rep orted the 
damage to his wheat Saturday ques­ 
tioned tlie county agent as to the 
advi.sabllity of p lowing it up Im­ 
mediately 
and 
rep lanting 
the 
ground to corn. Mr. Purbaugh ad­ 
vised him to let the Wheat stand 
another coup le of weeks before 
p lowing it under as that would still 
give time for p lanting corn. The 
field was filled with eggs of the fly 
at various stages of develop ment, 
the county agent was told. 
The 
cwinty 
aeent 
fears that 
many farms in the county, largely 
in the southwestern sections, will 
be badly damaged by work of the 
Hessian fly this year, as the result 
of rep orts coming into his office. 
He hesitated Saturday to make any 
dire p redictions p ointing to the 
sp lendid condition of wheat that 
had not been touched- Where the 
Hessian fly has struck, however, he 
said heavy damage was being done. 
In all cases where Mr. Purbaugh 
has investigated, the wheat had 
been sowed early last fall. In an­ 
swer to questions as to what could 
be done for relief, the county agent 
is advising farmers to keep down 
all volunteer wheat this summer 
after p lowing out their destroyed 
stands and to p lant later in the

heat and Is also decomposed » nd 
and lost a.s hydrogen and oxygen 
gas whenev er the cells are

charged. Water thus lost must be 
replenished to maintain the liq uid 
lev el in thc cells. 
The sulphuric 
acid placed in It 
remains 
there 
throughout its useful life- The pro­ 
portion of acid water adopted in the 
original setup of a battery is suf­ 
ficient to reduce Its Internal resis­ 
tance to a fea.slble point and to ren- 
er the liq uid immune against freez­ 
ing. but it is not sufficiently great 
to cause the plates to be eaten away 
at an excessiv e rate.

Mo to rs and 
Their Care 


Chargliig thj 
A storage battery can* only be 
charged by a direct current and 
when charging, the poalUv e wire of 
the charging current m ust||e ron- 
nected to the positiv e of Ine bat­ 
tery and the negativ e to the nega­ 
tiv e. The v oltage of the charging 
current should be somewhat greator 
than that of the battery, while the 
amperage should not be abov e onc- 
tenth of the capacity. When a bat­ 
tery is charged or discharged v ery 
q uick ly it will ov erheat, and this 
ov erheating 
may 
result 
in 
the 
plates warping. When the plates 
warp, the paste fill fall out of the 
grids. Not only will this prev ent ttie 
battery from Uk lng a charge, but 
It will short-circuit the plates at 
the bottom. For this reason the 
battery must be charged slowly. 
Using the starting motor for a con­ 
siderable time at a stretch means 
■ q utek discharging of the battery 
and a possible ov erheating and 
warping. Therefore, if the engine 
does not start q uick ly, do not use 
the atarter for a long time but get 
out and find out why the engine 
does not start. Nev er put acid or 
spigot water into the battery. 


Ucm. Cup grease ia » good lubricant 
to use in this connection because it 
is ncn-fluid and will therefore re­ 
main longer in the shack les. These 
may be lubricated ev ery 500 miles 


Cold Creaai for DtHy Hands. 
A Jar of cold cream, carried In 
one of the pock ets of the car, along 
with a large cloth. Is especially ure- 
lul lor women who are compelled 
to change a tire on the road and 
there is no water av ailable to wash 
the hands. The cream wUl prev ent 
the grime from work ing into the 
sk in.

Nev er ov erload a running board, 
as it is only as strong as the brack ­ 
ets that hold it. 
Driv ing fast drains a weak ened 
battery.

Screeching brak es may be silenced 
by driv ing a short distance with the 
brak es lightly applied. 
Old tires on front wheels are 
rt.sk . A blowout of a front tire is 
much more dangerous than the col­ 
lapse of a rear one. 
A weak battery may be 
sav ed 
when driv ing on

well-lighted 
highway by switching to the aux­ 
iliary lights. 
A common trick among some au­ 
tomobile salesmen is to under-in- 
flate tires to mak e a car ride more 
easily.

Piston rings should be handl^ 
as though they were of glass, due to 
the metal being of cast iron and 
extremely brittle. The rings must 
be rolled around In their groov es to 
see that they hav e 
no 
wide 
or 
stick ing spot. 
Note that the sloto 
of the rings are of eq ual distance 
apart; the slots must not be in line. 
Becau.re new rings often come ov er­ 
size they must be fitted into pe 
cylinder. This is done by inserting 
them deeply and ev enly into the 
cylinder and measuring the d.« - 
tance the slots are open when so In­ 
serted. 
To allow for 
expansion 
there should be a clearance of from 
two to six-thousandths of an inch 
at the slot, depending upon the size 
of the cylinder. The top ring should 
hav e about one or two-thousandths 
more clearance than the lower ones, 
as it becomes hotter. 


Heav ier Oil Necessary for 
Older Cars. 
Selection of he proper grade of 
oil will mak e a noticeable differ­ 
ence in the performance of an 
engine. The older the car, the 
heav ier the grade of oil should be 
used. It should be remembered that 
the car has suffered a certain 
amount of wear, and as a result 
the space between pistons and 
cylinder walls has increased. Actual 
measurements show that in the 
av erage passenger car this space 
Increases 50 per cent. In the first 
2000 miles and double- In the first 
12,000 miles. Since one function of 
the lubricating oil is to seal this 
space in order to prev ent loss of 
power, the engine may need a 
heav ier oil than the grade former­ 
ly used. 


Springs Need Lubrlcatian. 
Springs must be k ept sufficiently 
oiled to giv e the best possible rid­ 
ing comfort and to Insure the least 
possibility of the springs break ing. 


Worth Remembering. 
To reduce wear and lessen noire 
about the car, do not fail to lub­ 
ricate door latches, strik er plates 
and other lock ing parU freq uently. 
Wiping them with an oil-moistened 
cloth wlU be sufficient and does not 
inv llv e much danger 
of 
soiling 
clothing which may tough them. 


To Remov e Carbon From 
Spark Plugs. 
Carbon will coll::t more q uick ly 
if the Insulator of a sprak plug .s 
scratched with a k nife or sand­ 
paper. 'The best way to remov e 
carbon is to soak the plugs in de­ 
natured alcohol, cleaning the in­ 
sulator with » small, stiff brush 
and a piece of cloth. 


Uneq uallzcd brak es will cause the 
tread of a tire to wear out prema­ 
turely.

Pushing a stalled or park ed car by 
the headlights will force them out oi 
focus. 
Excessiv e shimmy in the front 
wheels is often traced to Ures, and 
the softer they are the more they 
shimmy.

Because 
metals 
expand 
when 
heated, adjustments to v arious en­ 
gine parts should not be made when 
the motor is cold. 
The life of tires is greatly length­ 
ened if they are occaswlonally shift­ 
ed opposite to the direction of ro- 
totlon on the wheels. 
A dirty spark plug will cause 
missing, which, in turn, will cause 
gasoline to enter that cylinder and 
wear beacure of the cutting of the 
oil film.

"Inching” up in traffic may be 
the means of beating the other mo­ 
torist off in a q uick getaway, but 
places a strain on the engine that is 
lik ely to prov e costly. 
The cost of gasoline for running 
a light car is about 22 per cent of 
the total cost per mile.

Oetnrge Samuel Harris, fatlmr of 
John F. Harris, came west In 1863, 
to Hannibal, Mo., where he 
took charge ot land mles for the 
Hannibal & St. Joseph raUroed.

ness as a railroad land commis­ 
sioner took him and his family to 
Burlington, la., where they liv ed 
two and one-half years. Land in 
Iowa selling rapidly, in December, 
1872, he was transferred to Lincoln, 
ttmre betog in this state at that 
time a large body of unsold land 
The same work and energy that 
was giv en to his work in Hannibal 
and at Bu Ungton, was giv en to the 
task here, and soon ev erything was 
well organized. 
Work Hard and Long. 
In those days stenographers were 
not so common as now. Often he 
would work long into the nigbt. 
In a a g Umb er, 
lt73. while goftng 
from New York to Gloucester, he 
shipwreck ed uid remained In 
water eight hours before betog 
was 
the water 
_ 
rescued. He nev er recov ered from 
the nerv ous stoxk , and it was this, 
eoupled with the exhaustion 
o t his 
nerv ous energy through 
close ap- 
Idlcatlon to his v roiftc, that led to 
his death on June IX 1874. He was 
59 years old. 
Left fatherless at fiv e years of 
age, Mr, Harris’ care and training 
in early life dev olv ed almost en­ 
tirely upon his mother. While sttU 
a youth he 
embraced fthe principles 
of Christianity, profeesed them be- 
fore men and made them the gov ­ 
erning rules of his 
Xu 
W $ he 


entered Oberlin college Intending to 
prepare for ttie ministry. Circum­ 
stances. howev er, caused him to 
change his purpose, but not his 
principles of life. 
Powm Were Ov ertaxed. 
In 1847 he mov ed to Boston where 
he was engaged to business for 
many years. A man of large ideas 
and purposes the west lured him as 
the only ida^ wheer there would be 
full scope for their outlet. His sue- 
CMS was uuttk ed, and when he 
came to Unixiln he altoired him­ 
self to be eo far and so excessiv ely 
engrossed in business that, strong 
as were his powers, physical and 
mental, that they were ov ertaxed. 
In his direction of the land affairs 
of the Burlington he presided ov er 
one of the largezt land 
to the ooimtry. 
The laifid v idilch yesterday 
dsdicatad fto fthosa who, wifth him 


were pioneers of fthis state, was 
purchased by his son, from the 
same nJlroad company for which 
the fattier was land Pammlssiono' 
when he first came to Nebrask a. 
On February 13. 1845, George 
Samuel Harris married Sarah Fisk 
Bacon, at Chelsea, Vt. She was born 
at Southbrldge. Mass.. June 34. I ^ . 
and died in Lincoln. Deconber 38 , 
1912. l^ortly after thHr manlafe, 
with Mr. Harris she went to Indi­ 
ana, where In 1840 their first child, 
a daughter, was bom. They soon 
returned to the east, howev er, 
where they remained until tt» y 
mov ed to Hannibal, Mo. 
Unable te Find Home. 
C(untog to Tln(» ln, they at first 
had a difficult time. After some 
hunting, howev er, they managed to 
find a house, and their home was 
established at 1610 K street, this 
finft houM fBt ftho OQO which

replaced It, remaining Mrs. Harris’ 
home until her death. 
Her son. John F. Harris, probably 
best dmcribes her as she was 
k ziown. not only by her children, 
but also by her friends who were 
niunbered W tt» legk m. Tie sairs, 
in part, in a forcward to his mother's 
memoirs: 
“To liv e to a great age requires 
a sound constittitlon, a serene mind 
and simple, natunU, wholesome 
Imbite of Ufe. 
“She Hiv ed many years, but to the 
last her memory was unimpaired, 
her reasoning faculties were power­ 
ful, and her Interest continued to 
be, as throughout her life, not in 
triv ial things, but in subjects oi 
political, commercial, philanthropic 
and religious Importance. 
Th e ninth letter of the alphabet 
m i|^ hav e b a m tak en out of my 
mofthBT's v oGalNaary ahnosft with­ 


out her k nowledge or without sen­ 
sibly affecting her conv ersation. 
She talk ed of (xmdlttons, not her­ 
self. She did for others, thought of 
others, not of herself. 'Iliose things 
strictly personal she did not deem 
of Interest to others. 
Was Great Header. 
“My mother’s range of reading 
was wide and she read with under­ 
standing and analysis, npt accept­ 
ing that which met her eyes unless 
it also met the requirements of her 
Judgment. 
“She rarely considered the small, 
unworthy acts of small, unworthy 
people but when she did it w as 
with a great charity, and also with 
great brev ity; perhaps she felt quite 
unable to understand them or their 
acts. 
“The mere possession of things 
was nettling to her. They were a 
burden if not capable of utiliza­ 
tion. That was important, that was 
v aluable, 
*ch could be put to 
some useful purpoM. Pride of pos­ 
session probably nev er occurred to 
her. If It did it wag immediately 
rejected as being unworthy. Nor 
did the lack of tbtogs mak e her un­ 
happy. The serenity which she en­ 
joyed and diffused came frcrni a 
nature extraordiittUY well balanced, 
dev (4d of v aziity, dignified but 
nev er repinzilng, hopeful of the fu­ 
ture and ttoink ful for the past. 
“Her sane, wholesome rhlnd, her 
self-abnegation, her thoughtfulness 
of others created a presence that 
was delightful, and hav e left with 
those who l.new her a memory of a 
rev erence and lov e that will en­ 
dure with their liv es.” 
The Man Is Hev eaML 
In this eame forword also are 
thoughts expressed by Mr. Harris 
which explain, prcbably more than 
anything else, what he had in mind 
when he gav e to Lincoln htt gift 
commemorating the pioneers of this 
state. They rev eal the man, John 
F. Harris. He says: 
“Those to this life who seek hap­ 
piness In the manner or form of 
consideration of self, rarely find it; 
those who 
f or ge t self, whose 
thoughts are concerned with the 
welfase and happiness of others, 
find that themselv wi which they 
seek to confer upon others. 
“Self-abnev atlon creates an at- 
mosftoere the quaUty of whieh tt 
ofteu unk nown to many of those 
who 
are 
fortunate 
enough 
to 
breathe it. They may not realize 
to what they owe the sense of 
quietude which it giv es. The wh» 
lov e it understandingly; it betok ens 
to thepi a capacious, sweet, noble 
mind.” 
In giv ing the park to Lincoln 
self-abnegation was to the fore in 
all of Mr. Harris' acts and words. 
He wanted solely to rev ere the 
founders of the state, he declared, 
at the same time giv ing pleasure 
to the liv ing and the generations 
yetwnbor^

Jean Ducasre la one of tto French 
natlenal heroes, highly honored In 
French books for bovs. 
He 
w m a 
patriot, a ream an of great ability , 
and a political adm inistrator of the 
first order. 
He would have 
made a m arshal of Prance upon hw 
retirem ent from active duty , but he 
was then too feeble to perform the 
duties of th a t exalted office. 
He lived a long tim e In the ser­ 
vice of Prance. He was bom In 1 ^ 
and died in 1715. and he was In the 
French naval service as a mere boy. 
It was the fiwtune of Ducasre to 
be placed In charge of Im pw U nt 
French Interestr^n the W est ImUre 
when the Caribbean was 
infested 
with pirates, filibusters, corsairs and 
all kinds and degrees of b u c c a ne ^ 
Ducasre used there desperate fight­ 
ers 
to 
forward 
the 
Interests of 
France. 
W ith them he fought the 
Dutch. English and Spanish, and 
he was generally successful. He did 
not heslU te to go out with corsairs 
and take his chances In the ftwe- 
front of the fighting. His exploits 
are so colorful th a t they serve as in­ 
spiration to many a y oung French­ 
m an who is employ ed In a more 
regular m anner in 
his 
country s 
service today . 
As a y oung man, Ducasre made 
his reputation fighting the Dutch. 
He performed prodigious feats of 
daring In the capture of a Dutch 
fort on the west coast of Africa in 
1677. and in 168 5, commanding a 
small fleet of correlr 
vessels, he 
captured a Dutch 
fleet, 
thereby 
making tck himself a great reputa­ 
tion for bravery . 
The French in San Domingo a t 
this time were In an unhappy con­ 
dition. The Island was divided be­ 
tween the French and the Span­ 
iards, about as It Is still divided be-, 
tween the 
Prench-Negro 
republic 
of Haiti and the Spanish repubUc 
of San Domingo. 
The history of this Island, which 
was called Hispaniola by the Span­ 
iards. has been a bloody tale from 
the time of Its discovery by Colum­ 
bus until the very latest dispatches 
relatli« to 
clashes 
between 
the 
Haitians and 
Uie 
United 
States 
Marines. 
^ 
. 
In K » l the French colonists in 
San Dmnlngo rent to Prance a peti­ 
tion asking th a t the hero. Ducasre. 
be rent out as their governor, to 
save them from the French filibus­ 
ters In their midst, as well as from 
the Spanish, Dutch 
and 
English 
enemies all about them . 
The re­ 
quest was granted. 
Ducasre went 
out, with a very small 
squadron, 
and before he had even come with­ 
in sight of San Domingo he learned 
th a t an English squadron was then 
attacking 
the 
French 
colony of 
Guadeloupe. He made directly for 
the bMbor. and, to the amazement 
of the English, q;>ened a deadly fire 
up<m the enemy . 
He 
drove 
the 
EnglUn ships out of the 
harbor, 
and pursued them to Barbadoes. 
When 
Ducasre 
arrived at Port 
de Palx, San Domingo, he carried 
with him plenty of prestige, but not 
a great deal of force to back up his 
authority . 
'Hie French colony was 
In a state of chpos. 
Most of the 
planters had been killed In the fre­ 
quent clashes with the Spaniards. 
An overwhelming large part of the 
population consisted of women and 
chudren. 
These could do little to­ 
ward clearing the formidable J ^ gl« 
growth th a t covered the land. They 
wanted and pray ed for 
only 
one 
boon: 
t r a ns po r t a t i o n 
back to 
France. 
The French filibusters who oc­ 
cupied parts of the laland were as 
much a problem as were t ^ hostile 
neighbors. There fellow Were great 
fighters where booty was the re­ 
ward. but when the Spaniards came 
by land to lay waste 
the 
French 
towns, the filibusters were general­ 
ly off at sea. They saw no rwoflt 
in flghUnir merely for the sake of 
fighting, 
or 
few 
the 
defense of 
French colonial towns. W hen they 
were ashore, they were a lawless, 
roistering lot, causing much trouble 
to the French authorities. 
One of the first cares of Ducasre 
was to organize the filibusters Into 
a body of patriots. 
He promised 
them loot, but Insisted 
th a t they 
must work under his orders. 
The 


filibusters had great confidence in 
this naval hero, so they undertook 
to obey him. 
Ducasre was a firm believer In the 
theory th at the best defense 4a a 
strong offensive action. He concen­ 
trated many of the scattered colon­ 
ists a t I ^ nc h Cape, and placed in 
charge of the defenses of th a t place 
Laurent de Graff, a Walloon buc­ 
caneer whom the* King of Prance 
naturalized as a French subject 
after a series of bold exploits against 
the SiMinlards in which de G raff 
distinguished hlmrelf. 
Then the new govenmr of the 
un)» iH>y little colony sent a defi­ 
ant message to the Spanish gover­ 
nor of Havana, telling him th a t the 
Spanish cruelty to French prison­ 
ers In Ipanlsh San Domingo would 
have to be stopped, 
or 
th at 
the 
French would proclaim “no quar­ 
ter” for Spaniards captured In fu­ 
ture engagements 
I t takes a cj^pcrate sort of cour-

Frenchm an has a peculiar genius, 
to hurl deflanre at all possible ene­ 
mies when y ou’re try ing to struggle 
to y our feet after a knockdown blow 
on the chin, a m onth of ty phoid 
and pneumonia, and a boll on the 
Imck of the neck. 
Ducasre was a 
native of the province of Gascony . 
If y ou’ve ever read or witnessed a 
performance 
of 
“Cy rano de Ber­ 
gerac,” y ou will get the significance 
of 
th a t 
circumstance. 
The word 
gasconade, meaning a boastful and 
defiant behavior, comes from the 
word Gascon, a native of Gascony , 
The Gascons of the more pictur­ 
esque sort have a feeling for the 
dramatic, and they often dramatize 
themselves and their Cy rano ways 
quite successfully . 
Ducasre. having looked over his 
sick colony , his discouraged widows 
and (» phans, and his powerful ene­ 
mies. threw down the gauntlet to 
Havana, and prepared to go o« tt and 


capture a Spanish town. 
But first, by way of giving his 
men a little practice, he would whip 
the English. 
The French filibusters, apprtred 
of Ducasre’s scheme, were ccptlvat- 
ed. 
Here was a Gascon who could 
lead them to loot and glory I 
On 
to Jamaica! 


Jam aica was the most prosperous 
of all the British colonies in the 
West Indies.

It en comjHwoes a d efin ite quality of oour- 
agt an d faith an d It embod ies the highest Id eals of 
human kin d In their hun ger for home an d firesid e. 
It calls to min d a rugged simplicity which Is un tar­ 
n ished by artificiality. 
That is a magn ificen t memorial which was formally 
d ed icated to the memory of pion eer men an d women 
In Lin coln Saturd ay. 
The gift of 
a 
d istin guished 
American busin ess man , John F. Harris, to the city 
of his early .boyhood . Lin coln —Pion eers 
park 
will 
keep alive in the hearts of future gen eration s of Ne- 
bimskan s the splen d id trad ition s of a great era an d 
a mighty race. At this time we are still close en ough 
to that epic period of pion eerin g in Nebraska to d raw 
stfvn gth an d virtltfy from it. But fifty an d a hun ­ 
d red years from n ow, when the town s shall have 
become great cen ters of populstlon , when the toll 
shall have been robbed of Its richn ess, an d the farm 
shall have gon e through d ecay, there wfll be n eed for 
those toseon s acquired on the kn ee of Mother Earth.

Why? 
Because man thrives on ly when he d raws upon sci­ 
en ce an d ed ucation to aid an d stren gthen In stead of 
d efeatin g the laws of n ature. 
Asia has been called the crad le of civilization . Per­ 
haps the archaeologist may sometime un cover proof 
of a more an cien t civilization than flourished In the 
valleys of the Euphrates an d the Tigris but the rise

The figures are Impressive en ough for they re­ 
veal the immen se market fumtehed prod ucts of the 
farm. But they d o n ot show the thousan d s who a « 
furn ished gain ful employmen t as a result of the well- 
kn own American sweet tooth for ice cream.

This is done for 
two reasons. First, because most of 
the time Is sp ent listening to loud 
algnals, and second, because were 
it adjusted for weak signals, it would 
easily overload and distort on t h e 
louder ones. The R. F. amp lifier is 
relied up on to hold its outp ut volt­ 
age up to such a high value in most 
cases that only a single stage of 
audio is required. In these receiv­ 
ers, the listener suffers again from 
this discrimination in the inability 
to use p honograp h p ick-up s without 
the aid of additional external am­ 
p lification.

had come over 
from Ftance With regular soldiers, 
maintained a contemptuous attitude 
toward toe Irregulars from San Do- 
mlnco. Although he promised them 
a full slMure of the loot in order to 
induce them to do hto fighting, he 
tried to cheat them of their shares, 
and sailed off wtth his soldiers in 
one of the ships, carrying over a 
million dollars in money, eighty 
b ronze cannon, and all the b ells 
from the church towers. 
He had 
got toe money from the inhab itants 
as a ransom, and had promised to 
refrain from sacking and b urning 
the town. 
The filib usters, enraged b y the 
trick their countryman had irfayed 
upon them, returned from 
their 
ships to Carthagena and sacked the 
town. 
They locked all the clergy 
and most of the chief citizens in , 
one of the b ig churches, piled gun- i

threatened to set a match to the 
whole pile.

Carthagena 
gave up its last coin. ”nien the men 
gathered

fleet deep In toe water with loot. 
The filib usters returned to San 
Domingo, every man of them weal­ 
thy. And there they took a solemn 
oato never again to associate them­ 
selves with soldiers or other re­ 
spectab le forces in any enterprise 
whatsoever. 'Iliey did not, of course, 
include their governor among the 
respectab les.

The League of Nations, the World i1 
court, the Locarno compacts and f.\ 
the pact of Paris are the products 
of a determined will to peace on the 
part of the 
people.*; of civ ilized 
sUtes which hav e enforced their 
creation by their

sentativ es. They are experimental 
adv entures that rev erse the ageless 
methods of armed states bent on 
conflict at any hazard. 
In 
brief, 
we are on the way from chaos to 
cosmos In our human Intercourse, 
and a long and arduous journey lies 
ahead.
